I rise today to discuss an issue that has 
caused me a great deal of distress, both 
as an elected Representative and as a 
pri/ate citizen

highest levels of government; and by a 
domestic turmoil the like of which w r e 
had not experienced since the Civil War.

I do not suggest that the FBI is above 
reproach: nor should it he exerriist from 
criticism. Human institutions, like Ihe 
humans who have devised them, are ca- 
pa^e of grievous error. It is to our credit 
*j jjjople that we have, by and large, 
improved ourselves — and our institu- 
tions^ — through a process of constructive 
cqu^hn and public commentary. 
iffoT one, would have it no other way, 
But I do suggest that our standards for 
criticism and commentary should remain 
consistent with their purpose; The im- 
provement of the institution. And I do 
suggest that excessive zeal in correcting 
perceived defects can result in conse- 
quences as undesirable as they are un- 
expected, 

We surely must all agree that subver- 
sion, terrorism, crime* — though perhaps 
all diminished since the last decade— re- 
main threats to our society. Conse- 
quently, there remains a vital role for 
the F^Jto play, and our self-critique 
ougftTnoFto result in that Burea^Q^ef- 
fective destruction. I trust^i£I?we will 
not find ourselves in the r>osition of the 
American officer who remarked, sardoni- 
cally, that it was necessary to destroy a 
particular Vietnamese village in order to 
save it, 

Perhaps more importantly: our other 
institutions should not be corrupted by 
excessive zealotry. Like others in this 
country, and in this Con^ress^ I am con- 
. cerned about the morale of agents of the 
^^Fgj^and about the effect of low morale 
upon the efficiency of theEurean. 

As a lawyer, however, I^fWe^frnore 
concerned that our legal institutions are 
. in danger of being bent and shaped to 
achieve an ignoble purpose: Vengeance, 
retribution, and coercion, instead of jus- 
tice under the law. 

I have frrave doubts about the wisdom, 
the utility, and — most of all — the legal 
justification for the indictment and pro- 
secution of Spe^^^^nt ^ohjx^aj^ej^ 
What is ffliTpUi'pose cf a prosecution? 
Is it to punish for past violations of tiie 
Jaw. and, perhaps, to prevent future 
crimes? Or n is the purpose to penalize, e:; 
post facto, for what to^&y are perceived 
by i 3\Tj; t ^^^>ey;^sur^riors to have been 
moral misconduct of the past? 

Justice Department officials have 
themselves indicated there is little 
chance of Mr. Kearney's conviction, be- 



after his retirement, few-cause the Justice 
Department itself had only the vaguest 
and most evasive standards respecting 
this kind of investigation: because Mr. 

Jgearney apparently believed, in good 
faitKTtBSt ne was acting subject i-o legit- 
imate authority; and, again, because Mr. 
Kearney lacked the requisite mens rea, or 
crrmtBtt^iatent, necessary for conviction. 
It is< to me, the height of irony for Mr. 

r Ke^rne^s.wSUperiors in the Department 
of Justice to be prosecuting him today 
for what the predecessors of those same 
superiors encouraged, or at least tacitly 
approved, in the past. 

The process of the administration of 
criminal justice, in my opinion, is jeop- 
ardized by pursuit of this prosecution. 
The purpose of indictment is conviction 
for the commission of crimes: a grand 
jury room h thank God. is no star cham- 
ber; prosecutors ought not to have co- 
ercion as their aim. nor should indict- 
ments be used as techniques of interro- 
gation. 

Yet our newspapers report that the 
prosecution o f Mr. . pr^m gy. was insti- 
tuted, not to punish ^Mr : ^J£^ 
to secure evidence fbTprcsecution of un- 
named superiors. Credence is given this 
observation by the failure of Justice to 
prosecute other agents who have ac- 
knowledged their own roles in the opera- 
tion in question. 

In my judgment, such a purpose is in- 
deed ignoble, and the more reprehensible 
in view of the Department's concession 
tn %MkJ^j™y was acting in what he 
believed to oe the best interests of the 
country. 

Our Attorney General has a formid- 
able legal reputation; I admire and re- 
spect his knowledge and legal skills. I 
can understand Mr. Bell's agonized de- 
liberations in this matter, because the 
right of privacy is prized highly, and 
jealously defended, by all of us who be- 
lieve in American freedoms. 

But I cannot agree with his decision. 
With due respect to Mr, Bell, I do not 
believe that the rule of law is at issus in 
this matter: Surely, no law enforcement 
oificer ought to be above the law: no 
more than a President or any private 
citizen, is an £33I«asent exempt item the 
prov;sior.s^fThe law: that is one point 
"that is clear, uncontested, and I know 
of few *vho would argue otherwise. 

My purpose today is not to explain, 
to justify, or to rationalize courses of 
-conduct or methods of investigation that 
many Americans find indefensible. I 
make no excuses for wrongful conduct, 
if wrongful conduct can over be excused 
But I do insist that we mast distinguish 
between conduct perceived to he morally 
unjustified, and conduct ivhich is pun- 
ishable at law.

Mr, DA N IE LSO N . Mr. Speaker, I thank 
the gentleman lor yielding. 

Mr, Speaker, as a former special agent 
of tJ^J£g^*asl*a> former attorney of the 
Department of Justice, one who is ex- 
tremely proud of his service in the De- 
partment of Justice. I am greatly dis- 
mayed and greatly disappointed by the 
action taken by the Department in in- 
stituting a prosecution againsfcv^&eijaJb- 
Agent st ^£^^ej&5&y for his so-called 
Vi&nfoons^n connection with his work 
with the violent terrorist group, the 
Weathermen. 

I would like to state, first of all. that as 
& former special agent of th&Jn^^ho 
served during troubled times before at 
the beginning of World War II, I know 
that there was nothing that,, J 
..s^e^tifiat^id that was not done without 
the- permission, if net at the direction, of 
his superiors, all the way up to the At- 
torney General and most probably to the 
President of the United States. 

As far as I am concerned, it is shame- 
ful that in view of ihose circumstances 
he should be singled out for prosecution 
at this time, 

Mj\ Speaker, I do not commend the 
action of opening mail. I do not com- 
mend any of those practices which once 
■ were in fashion In the field of law en- 
forcement/ because such action should 
not be tolerated in a country like ours. 
But I do recognize that as a matter of 
fact these actions did take place. I can 
assure the Members, however, that they 
did not take place on the sole judgment 
of Mr. Kearney. This conduct was ap- 
pro ^ecTaTTJ!?r^ery highest level of the 
U.S. Government, and he should not have 
to bear the brunt of the prosecution- I 
might add that in the meanwhile I have 
sent in some money to contribute to Mr, 
Kearney's, defense fund. 
~^tr!l3o£akcr, the inconsistencies of the 
Department of Justice's indictment of 
former FBI ajrenfc John J. Kearney for 
alleged eivfT rights violations are puzzHhg 
and most confusing. 

For one thing, in the relatively calm 
days of 1977, the Civil Rights Division of 
tho Department chooses to seek an in- 
dictment for investigative action taken 
in the chaotic period of 1970-7L The in- 
vestigation involved, of course, terrorist 
fugitives of the violent Weather Under- 
ground, and one of the major rslJeged vio- 
lations was unauthorized mail openings- 
This move to ind?;arj£&]£ney t paradoxi- 
cally, followed directly a fteT issuance of 
the Justice Departments January, 197? t 
decision not to prosecute CIA personnel 
' for mall openings In the United States 
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during the period from 1933 to 1973. Tb^ 
Criminal Division of the Justice Depart- 
ment based its decision, substantially, on 
the fact that the state of law that pre- 
vailed during thosa years was inconclu- 
sive and ambiguous. 

In support of the verdict not to pros- 
ecute government agents for mail open- 
ings* the Department report concluded: 

Wh&t really stands indicted a*s a result of 
the ip.formation. which the Department'. 1 ? in- 
vesti^atioii h&s disclosed Is the opejatton of 
the government as an iustitiaiij^: s^ecincally. 
lit failure iq provide adequate guidance to t C3 
subordinate officials, almost consciously leav- 
ing them to " take their chances ' In what was 
an extremely uncertain legal environment. 

How can we reconcile the decision of 
the Criminal Division of the Department 
of Justice not to prosecute CIA agents 
with the determination by the Civil 
Rights Division to prosecute a singjeFBI 
agent? Is this a standard? Is this, we 
might ask, a rule of law? Does it appiv 
equally to all? 

The Department's own words and ac- 
tion underline the fundamental incon- 
sistency, the dual standards, and the con- 
tradictions. I recommend, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, thaJ^Fg^e^ents be judged ac- 
cording to the same standards the Justice 
Department affords to others,

description and evaluation. 

In this instance, th££BSLaeents had no 
thoughts of personal gain whatsoever, 
and only the intention of carrying out 
their assigned duties of protecting the 
lives and property of American citizens. 
The era of 1970-72, when the alleged vio- 
lations occurred, was one of violent dis- 
cord; not only were business establish- 
ments across the country being bombed, 
but even the Pentagon and the ILS, Cap- 
itol became objects of terrorist attack. 

Through past experience and trust, 
the general public, local government 
leaders, and the Federal Government 
looked to the F3I and other intelligence 
agencies tcrfa^e*trfrth& gauntlet. And, 
true to its history, the^FBI responded to 
the emergency— promp^Ty^nd effec- 
tively. 

FBI agents conscientiously believed 
tmtrtf^Ttheir obligation to protect the 
national interest, and to stop the sense- 
less and indiscriminate bombings and 
acts of violence by the Weather Under- 
ground. There was no criminal intent to 
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had no inkling of tha extraordi- 
nary efforts and measures be!n& em- 
ployed by theJFBjJtg apprehend U?ese 
threats to tfte^aSunal security. Yet there 
was no public outcry during the emer* 
gency. 

But now\ in a different era, when the 
challenge has been met and the Nation 
is no longer at the mercy of this little 
band of bombers, an entirely new view- 
point — and an entirely rew set of rules — 
is being applied to 1970 action. 

The same American public which ben- 
fUed from the work of the^rgJSJ^.iri/ 
checking the reign of terror of the"early r 
197G's should surely come to the fore- 
front today in support of John Kearney, 
In my considered opinion; ^^ J mtiicfment i: 
of Mr. Kearney is indeed a miscarriage of 
justfe^-^rr^^stubstantial blow at the 
effective intelligence operations guard- 
j&g our national security.

The 
natme of leaked materials particularly 
the grand jury matters, spotlighted the 
Department of Justice irself as the prob- 
able source of the leaks, 

A careful analysis by legal staff mem- 
bers of the Society of Former Special 
Agents of ti^J^J^of the news items— . 
most of which were attributed to "sources 
close to the Department's investiga- 
tion" — reflects a deliberate and well ca]- 
culated sequence cf leaks designed to in- 
fluence the investigation and to create an 
atmosphere prejudicial to the agenrs 
involved.

Teil?s~and the "trial in the press * atmos- 
phere were impairing the efficiency of

"famines of agents involved, and^seriously 
jeopardizing the rights of the agents so 
publicly cited. ' - 

Attorney General Griffin Bell himself - 
publicly expressed indignation that indi- 
viduals in his own Justice Department 
had been furnishing to the news media , 
privileged information regarding the De- 
partment's investigation ol^Jgi^ents* 
Mr. Bell described the leaEs as "unethi- 
cal and inexcusable/* and he accused 
those responsible with trying to "man- 
age" him and attempting to direct the 
course of the Department's investigation. 
- Tfhis incidence Gf leaks, and the De- 
partment's contradictory statements 
concerning them, reflects a lack of pro- 
fessionalism, a total disregard for its 
own rules and code of ethics, a, violation 
of the confidentiality required for grand 
jury investigations, and an inability to 
exercise control over its own orficials and 
personnel. Sureiy. the Department cf 
Justice, which cannot control its own 
officials to assure a fair trial, should be 
barred from prosecuting the victims of 
its leaks. 

It is ironic and entirely unconscionable 
for the Department of Justice to perse- 
vere in prosecutin^gg^^ajgfints for al- 
leged civil rights violations in pursuit of 
fugitives from justice, and then at the 
samp timp arUiaiiy violate the rights of 
the agents themselves. 

The excesses that have already been 
exhibited in this case border on abuse. 
Anything smacking of a vendetta by the 
Justice Department against tta&^gj^an 
only serve to weaken an already shaken 
criminal justice system. This cannot be \ 
allowed to happen. t 

Calm and reasonable approaches are \ 
not only called for, they are demanded. j

albeit H.R. 4690 passed the House, I helieve that the 162 Representa- 
hves who voted against it gives indication of a growing awareness in 
the Congress that the government's budget must be balanced. When 
the conference report on this legislation was presented to the House, 
it included tacked-on Senate provisions to increase Social Security 
benefits. In my judgment, it is irresponsible and contradictory to lump 
info one bill a badly needed increase in Social Security benefits and an 
increase m the debt ceiling.

Upon his return 
to the United States, he furnished a full report of his trip to Russia to the State 
Department. No information was received of any unusual circumstances 
surrounding his travel, nor have any allegations been received indicating Communist 
Party activity on his part. Information furnished by our New York Office in 
April, 1958, reflected that Alexander Dallin was a professor at the Russian 
Institute of Columbia University in New York City at that time. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

That someone in your (Mr. DeLoach? s) office personally contact 
Congressman Rousselot regarding his inquiry; however, the interview should be 
handled in a most circumspect manner in view of his prior efforts to lead the 
Bureau into making statements "off the record" regarding the John Birch Society.

activities. The impression was gained that strong commercial considerations

■ My memorandum of March 29, 1961, advised you that 

we had received a letter from captioned Member of Congress which was 
dated March 24 ? 1G5L In it Rousselot stated he had been receiving many 
letters from his constituents concerning the John Birch Society, He listed 
seven sample questions he alleged he was receiving from these individuals 
and asked if the Director could furnish him any information to aid in satis- 
fying the people he is representing with his first term in Congress, 

I recommended that someone in your office personally 
acknowledge Rousselot* s letter, in the interest of cultivating future re- 
lations with him, and explain the functions and jurisdiction of the FBI, 
I also recommended consideration of telling hirn several facts about the 
Society which are of public record. 

The New York Times reported on March 31, 1961, 
. that Congressman Edgar W. Hiestand of California had called a press 
conference to discuss the Birch Society* In admitting that he was a 
member of it, Hiestand also identified Rousselot as one. The latter 
later said he had joined it over a year ago. All of these developments 
were subsequent to Rousselot 1 s letter to the Director, No mention was 
made of his membership until Hiestand "smoked" him out with his re- 
marks to the newspaper reporters. 

It occurs to me that one of two reasons prompted 
Rousselot' s letter asking FBI help. He either had become concerned over 
his membership and v/as honestly seeking some guidance, but was reluctant 
to admit his membership; or, he was playing what he considered was a 
shrewd game in attempting to use the Bureau, He may be well aware of 
the fact that literally hundreds of letters have been written to the Director 
by Birch people trying to get Mr. Hoover to endorse, their organization - 
to no avail, Rousselot may have been using his position in^an attempt to 
get the answer for them. In any event, he concealed his membership from 1

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The Bureau was referred to previous communications 
by this office with Inspector JOSEPH SI ZOO of the Domestic 
Security Division in connection with this identical point 
for their reference in handling this matter at the Bureau. 

In accordance with the instructions of Mr. KEMPER 
today, a noncommittal acknowledgment was made to Mr. UHLER 
with subsequent referral to the Bureau. A copy of that 
communication is also attached as is a copy of the incoming 
letter from UHLER. 

It is pointed out to the Bureau that the previous 
pessimistic attitude of the Police Department concerning the 
possibility of actually proving a case against ROBERT J. 
MEISENBACH as the individual who clubbed the officer, has now 
given way to an optimistic viewpoint because of the development 
of additional witnesses. i Up to this point the San Francisco 
District Attorneys Office and the Police Department had com- 
pletely reviewed all of the photographs available, and while - 
they are enabled to show a reasonable continuity of action on 
the part of an individual identified as MEISENBACH before and 
after the actual clubbing, no photographs . or witnesses were 
available other than the police officer himself, RALPH 
SCHAUMLEFFEL, to testify as to the attack. I am most confi- 
dentially advised now that during the past two weeks the Police 
Department has located two individuals who will testify as 
witnesses for the prosecution. It is alleged that both will 
testify that they were present during the riots and observed 
the actual assault. One of these individuals is a retired former 
Government attorney and the other a private detective. 

The relationship between the Bureau and Congressman 
ROUSSELOT is not known, nor the Bureau's opinion of him in view 
of the current press statements in which he castigates himself 
as having been a communist dupe as well as a member of the John 
Birch Society. However, it is felt that Mr. UHLER, who from 
his letter apparently is well motivated, could not possibly win 
out in a debate with HALL because of HALL'S ability as an orator 
and the fact that it would undoubtedly be a packed house in 
HALL's favor. This, coupled with the immediacy of the MEISENBACH 
trial, would reflect that it might be better for UHLER to post- 
pone such an engagement, 

I am advised that the Los Angeles Office, which covers 
the district of Congressman ROUSSELOT, has had no contact or 
derogatory information concerning either ROUSSELOT or UHLER and 
it is assumed that Mr. UHLER wrote the San Francisco Office merely 
because HALL represents the Bay Area Students Committee.

Dear Mr. Auerbach: 



A young student from the University of California, Irving Hall, has been 
touring the Southland on behalf of the Bay Area Student's Committee for the 
abolition of the House Committee on Un-American Activities. Irving is a 
resident of our Congressional District. and has spoken several times to 
students and other groups in our area. Because I believe that he is distort- 
ing the facts concerning the riots in San Francisco last May and very seriously 
castigating the House Committee, I arranged to debate him recently I plan 
to confront him as often as possible wherever he decides to speak so as to 
correct what I believe are many misstatements of fact. 



Having recently served with CIC in the Los Angeles area, I am fully aware of 
the security restrictions under which you operate. However, within the bounds 
of those security regulations, I would greatly appreciate as thorough answers 
as possible to the following questions. Hall claims that there have been 
no eye witnesses to the film narrator's charge that a student lept a barricade 
and sparked the riot, which is a statement, of course^ made by Mr. Hoover in 
the Publication Communist Target - Youth , Did FBI agents, whom I assume 
circulated inside City Hall during the demonstration, actually witness a 
student leaping the barricade? Are there any non-FBI witnesses who can 
verify this whose names I might be able to use publically? What known, 
identified Communist were in the crowd outside the hearing room at the time 
that physical violence commenced? I understand from a News Call-Bulletin 
report that a number of the arrested students have taken part in other 
demonstrations such as a pro-Castro demonstration. If possible, I would 
appreciate having a list of those who have taken part in other demonstrations, 
and also, information concerning those arrested students who are the sons or 
daughters of known Communists. 

The Bay Area Student Committee has its 1 headquarters at 1732 Francisco Street, 
Berkeley 3, California, Is this the headquarters for any other group of any 
type and, if so, what is ttje name or the names of the other groups and their 
aims and purpos

Any other information which you may be in a position to release which would 
give me further perspective concerning the May riots would be greatly appreciated, 
Since I expect to meet Hall in the very near future, an early reply would be 
very much appreciated .

Thus did Rousselot drama- 
tize his defense of the contro- 
versial John Birch Society.

Rousselot is one of only two 
congressmen who have iden* 
tified themselves as members 
of the society.

Rousselot said it was easy 
for Americans to be deceived. 
But he defended Welch as a 
"farseeing, fine man whom 
the Communists have not 
been able to deceive. 

But how does Rousselot 
know he is not being deceived 
by Welch? 

"That's a fair question," 
Rousselot answered. "I know 
this man. I've met him on 
two occasions. In fact, I 
talked with him on the phone 
juht the other -day. 

"I suppose tie's made mis- 
takes—we all do. But basic- 
ally he's been right. He's had 
harsh things to say. I don't 
agree entirely, but he should 
have a chance to be heard." 

Rousselot said it was true 
some members of the society 
had made "irresponsible" 
charges. 



"But that doesn't mean the 
society is totally bad, just be- 
cause there have been some 
instances of impropriety," he 
i said. 

"It's wrong—at least I think 
it's wrong— to accuse another 
person of being a Com- 
munist without reasonable 
documentation," he said. 

However, he said, John 
Birch members are "people of 
integrity" who feel they have 
"the responsibility for expos- 
ing the Communist conspir- 
acy in a positive way by 
speaking up." . 

"I know these people," he 
said. "They're not Fascists. 
They don't run around with 
hoods and burn crosses like 
[the Ku Klux Klan."

maintain the total cost Of case by case would be administratively prohibitive. 
It was indicated that he could, of course, obtain the amount of our appropriations ! 
by checking available records on the Hill. 

I asked Harper why he desired such information. He explained 
that a constituent had written in asking for these facts. The constituent also pointed 
out in »the communication to the Congressman that the FBI had been more effective 
in fighting communism than the House Committee on Un-American Activities. The 
constituent desired to compare the appropriations of the House Committee with those ^ 
of the FBI, inasmuch as the constituent felt that the House Committee had probably 
spent more money yet had been less effective.
